Government, no matter where they reside, 
should be denied the right of suffrage. Thii 
would be only a slight punishment for the 
misery that was brought upon our land by 
that wicked act.

franchise men convicted of burglary, arson, 
and other crimes, aod certainly an effort to 
destroy tbe Government should not be e«' 
teemed more lightly. Treason is made a 
capital offence by the Constitution of our 
country, and men guilty of it only lite by 
sufferance. We do not see why they or any 
of their sympathizers should clamor for the 
right to vote and make the laws uf thc land. 
As well might other criminals demund tha 
same privilege. If there is reason why ex- 
ceptions should be made in the Rebel States 
thore is no reason why there should be ex- 
ception* in the loyal ones.
